The Chief, of Staff also had a re- 
markable opportunity to absorb mo- 
dern theories and doctrines in the pe- 
riod of his staff grounding overseas, 
It was during the time that the Bri- 
tish “tank radicals” were in the aé- 
cendency over the defensive tacti- 
cians, As an instance, Harry Crerar 
was a Staff Officer at the “War 
House” in London, in charge of Home 
Defence, when Archie Wavell was his 
immediate senior, It was the same 
two years—1926 and 1927—-when Col. 
Frederick Pile gave those startling 
demonstrations of new tactics, with 
fast-marshalled motorized infantry 
attacking behind tanks and under 
low-fiying airplanes, which revolu- 
tionized all future armies and battle- 
fields. There was no feature of Ger- 
man: blitzkrieg tactics in 1940, ex- 
cept the “Fifth Column” which was 
not préached and practiced in the 
British Army between 1926 and 1934, 
That period, prior to 1934, was the 
most fruitful of all the 21 years be- 
tween the two German wars. Both 
Canadian generals then worked with 
the most brilliant minds in the Bri. 
tish Army when mechanization was 
at its peak. McNaughton and Crer- 
ar are of Lhe same school of military 
thought as are Dill, Brooke and Wa- 
vel], Their doctrines are the same; 
and all their minds have been run- 
ning on the problems and devices of 
mechanized-war for years. 


EXCHANGE OF THEORIES 


The two Canadian chiefs were 
_taught by the British officers in the 
war colleges, or were their fellow stu- 
dents. Dil! instructed McNaughton 
at Camberley in the early “twenties,” 
for instance, and Brooke and Crerar 
were later together at Staff College. 
Still later Brooke was Crerar’s army 
instructor at.Imperial, Defence Col- 
lege. Such close contact inevitably 
led to exchange and absorption of 
each others military theories and 
doctrines, 

The long friendship between Dill 
and Brooke, McNaughton and Crer- 
ar actually started in the last war. 
John Dill was General Staff Officer, 
(Royal Artillery) at Canadian Head- 
quartets while Andy McNaughton 
and Harry Crerar were there. They 
worked almost at each other’s elbows, 
When Brooke went on to ist Army 
H.Q. it was Crerar who succeeded 
him. 

Without doubt the contacts made 
in war and peace are now paying val- 
uable dividends. Official acquain- 
tances were kept alive by correspon. 
dence and inimitably ripened into 
strong friendships between miltary 
leaders whose opinions and outlook 
agree on momentous things. When 
Sir John Dill returned from India in 
1929, fer instance, he was the guest 
of General McNaughton in Ottawa.

tion to an even greater number of

The recent Canadian Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act has followed the 
pattern of British social legislation. 
This Act sets. up a dual plan of job- 
placement and Unemployment Insur- 
ance. The job placement will be car- 
ried on by the National Employment 
Service through’ Local Employment’ 
and Claims Offices, With a minimum 
of delay and cost, this Employment
